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Canadian Leadership. 


CANADA’S* l>ertlnacious campaign 
^ for world disarman^nt is be¬ 
ginning to receive solid support 
from all comers of the globe. The 
Canadian resolution before UNESCO 
Tuesday calling on all nations to 
work toward disarmament drew im¬ 
mediate and unanimous backing 
from fellow^ member nations. 

Senator Donald Cameron, head¬ 
ing the Oinadian delegation, plan¬ 
ted the resolution as a follow-up to 
External Affairs Secretary Howard 
Green's memorable plea before the 
UN Disarmament Conunission last 
month. 

Canada's leadership in this move 
to solve what must be acknowledged 
as the gravest problem confronting 
the world at this time, will be a mat¬ 
ter of pride to all Canadians. No 
little credit for the present govern¬ 
ment's stand must go to Mr. Green, 
whose stubborn adherence to prini- 
dples he feels are right has been his 
greatest strength. 

It has been openly acknowledged 
by a number of UN member nations 
that any move toward the speeding 
up of disannament negotiations be* 
twttn the nuclear powers would 
have bepn shelved, p^aps indefin¬ 
itely, g it had not been for Mr. 
Green's insistent demand on behalf 
of the peoples of the world that meet- 
higs be resumed without delay. 


It is not certain when, or even if, 
the great powers will re-open their 
. discussions. But it is pertain that 
Mr. Green has caused them to re-ap- 
praise the situation which may well 
result in a change of heart and a 
change of mind, 

An imlication of this was given 
in the UNESCO adult education con¬ 
ference ^'hen Senator Cameron's res¬ 
olution was enthusiaatieaily greetsd 
by the Russian delegation head, So¬ 
viet Vice Minister of Education Mik¬ 
hail Kachine, who said: “ . . T the" 
Soviet Union warmly supports the 
Canadian resdkition. seeking in it a 
useful step toward disarmament and 
peace for mankind." 

Speaking on behalf of Latin 
America, Mexico also supported the 
resolution. If these two spokesmen 
reflect the view of their respective 
spheres of influence—and there is 
no reason to believe they do not— 
they represent, along with Great Bri¬ 
tain who has long been a stalwart 
champion of disi^ament, a very 
substantial proportion of the world's 
population. 

If the hope expressed In the 
words of MexUn's. delegate— "Even 
if we do nothing else, ttwworld has 
causa ..to remember thra day"—is 
realized, then it can also be said that 
if Oinada does nothing else, the 
world will have cause to remember 
her . . . 


When the Price Is Too High 


TT would be unjust and foolish to 
•^assert that labor and labor alone 
Is responsible for Canada's economic 
difficulties and the consequent lower- 
big of the employment level. There 
are faults on all sides, and industry 
with Its profit margins and often top- 
heavy executive system cannot be 
absolved. 

Yet the labor unions which have 
received much and are forever ask¬ 
ing more, with no apparent regard 
fbr the nation’s ability to compete in 
markets abroad, would do well to 
ponder the extent to which the high 
wage scales they have won are con¬ 
tributing to unemplo 3 rment. 

The do-it-yourself trend has been 
brought abdut more than anything 
else by the high price tradesmen 
Blaoe on their time. It is not a pass¬ 
ing fad but an economic development 
set In motion by the germ of revolt 
Some men—and wom^ too—make 
and mend things for the sake of 
someming to do to filllincreasing 
leisure time; but the gi^t majority 
have joined the do-it-yourself move¬ 
ment for the simple reason that they 
can’t afford not to. 

Householders by the hundreds of 
thousands are doing today construc¬ 
tion and repair jobs for y^ch in 
earlier times it was customaiy to en¬ 
gage skilled tradesmen. The so-called 
wMte-coUar class employs its spare 


time in activities which would have 
been regarded as demeaning not so 
many years ago. 

The bearing this has on the un¬ 
employment situation can only be 
guessed at, but must be enormous. 
IX^ery man who builds or adds tb his 
house, paints it, repairs the roof, in- 
stais fittings, makes shelves and fur¬ 
niture, is doing tradesmen out of 
jobs. Thousands of union men are 
doing the same thing in their own 
spare time; and the only difference 
between that' and the practice of 
moonlighting is that they are not do¬ 
ing it for wages. 

Biloreover, this do-it-yourself busi¬ 
ness is habit-forming. The more a 
man finds himself able to do in lines 
of work outside his own, the more he 
undertakes; until in time, if health 
and strength hold out. he may find 
it unnecessary to hire help for any¬ 


thin. 

But 


along with those who enjoy 
working for themselves there are as 
many who would mqch rather pay 
someone else, yet canhot afford the 
hourly rates which the i^ons have 
won for their members. JuR^^^as too 
high prices for goods may kill retail 
trade, so too high a price for labor 
takes away jobs. To the tradesman 
who can't find employment there is 
little consolation in the knowledge 
that the pay would be good if he 
could. 


Too Easy to Get In 


VTOT every student who graduates 

from a university Is expected to 
be a genius, but before he enters he 
should have proved his capacity to 
benefit from higher learning. Other¬ 
wise an awful lot of money is being 
wasted. 

Professor Bim^jol UBC affirms 
that one quarter of that institution's 
freshmen are semi-literate. As a 
teacher of Biglish he naturally fa¬ 
vors the humanities at the expense 
of the sciences, so literacy may to 
some extent be a matter of degree 
and preference. 

The professor does present scone 
disturbing examples, hqwever. He 
. laid some freshmen described Win¬ 
ston Churchill as the author of "War 
and Peace," put Belgrade in Ireland 
and the Severn River in Russia, and 
thought Trotsky was a photogra¬ 
pher. More startling, three per cent 
Of them couldn't name the Canadian 
prime minister. 

The latter^ the more grevious 


fault. Any freshman who doesn't^ 
know who is the head of his coiuui- 
try's government must go about with 
his eyes and ears shut. He doesn't 
deserve to be educated to higher 
levels if his unawareness of the world 
he is living in is so patent. 

Professor Bimey says that recent 
freshmen tests convince him there 
are educational weaknesses. That 
much seems obvious, and one of them 
seems to be that entry to UBC is 
too easy. 

It is a fallacy, as well as a need¬ 
less expenditure of public funds, to 
assume that university entry is the 
right of all students, whether or not 
their mental attainments fH them 
for the higher levels of educatioa 
People are not equal in the gifts be 
stowed upon them at birth. 

Universities should,be reserved 
for students whlT^liav^the native 
ability to enrich themselves and so¬ 
ciety through the training and 
knowledge which a university educa¬ 
tion gives. ,

W ASHINGTON — Displayed In 
Nixon campaign headquarters 
opening up across the country is a 
big poster reproducting photographs 
of the vice-president on his foreign 
trips. 

In the centreJs the famous picture 
showing Nixon pointing his finger 
St Premier Khrushchev, his Jaw taunt 
In determined emphasis, during their 
"kitchen cabinet debate." ■ In one 
corner is a picture of the vice-presi¬ 
dent with tjje Queen of England in a 
magnifirient ball gown at a stats 
dinner at Buckingham Palace. An¬ 
other picture shows , him arguing 
furldusly with a crowd of Venezuelan 
studenjs on his Latin-American tour 
two yaaro ago. — 

This is the billboard that adver¬ 
tises the Nixon claim to experience in 
resolving the difficult and dangerous 
problems of foreign policy. It is the 
base of his principal appeal to tho 
voters this lalL 


But if there is to be serious dis¬ 
cussion in this esmpaign of the real 
nature of leadership, of the whole ap¬ 
proach to foreign policy in a revolu¬ 
tionary era. then this clabn should be 
chaUenged. It is what Senator Ken¬ 
nedy began to do in hia Alexandria, 
Vs., speech etUcking the vlce-preti- 
dent’s record of “experience." 

Whet the Nixon billboard adver¬ 
tises is the personal diptomacy on ^ 
which tht Eisenhower administration 
has relifd-jo JteavU^ in the first 
phase it was the peraonal diplomacy 
of the late John Foeter Dulles who 
spent a large portion of his six and 
half years as secretkry of state travel¬ 
ling to the far corners of the globe. 
Durii^ this time the State Depart¬ 
ment ea an apparatus for planning 
and executing policy wae deteriorat¬ 
ing. In the latter phase Preeldent 
Eisenhower has auumed the role of 
goodwill crusader and his vloe-presi- 
dent haa flown on four goodwill 
missiona.

I have wrilti<n .tevVral limei^ in 1 
this t-ciumn on^lfie sdianse affir»ity 
some plants scH‘rTi to have for one 
another the way corn antj beans, 
for'-instance, make b<^er “growth 
and heavier crops when mixed to¬ 
gether on the .same ground rather 
than sown in separate rpws. I am be 
ginnuig to thinlf^now that similar 
afftmties 
flowers. 

This ntay be imagination on my 
part. It is possible that the growth 
is not actually better in the mixed 
groupings of my perennial bordcNr, 
but certainly they look better, and 
several of these combinations I have 
been trying have turned out to be 
really delightful. 


As an example of what I mean. I 
have one mixed clump made up of 
•three planfs of pale blue Chimney 
Bellflower centred by a hearty growth 
of Sha.sta Daisy “Aglala.’* The Bell¬ 
flowers grow up. thiough. and 
around the rather stiff growih of the 
Shasta Daisy, and so soften its stiff 


outline, while Jhe combination of 
.small blue flowers and laige white 
ortes alway.s. attracts the attention of 
visitors to my gaiden. 

Another highly .successful blue- 
aiKl-wliite clump is made up of Del¬ 
phinium Blue Butterfly and Shasta 
Daisy Esther Reid. 

The little red Delphinium called 
nudicaule is a charming plant while 
In flower, but the blooming season 
is rather short and the plants have 
a'tendency* to become leggy ,

I have given Delphinium nudi 
caule a running mate now in the 
** form of four plants of perennial 
flowering flax. Linum nai-bonense, 
and the red-andhlue combination is 
the prettiest thing imaginable. Inci¬ 
dentally. botlP^lants are quite easy 
to raise from seed. ' 

Wit arP veiy fOhd 6T Peonies Ih 
our family, but their very short soa- 
son of bloom is a constant annoy¬ 
ance In the perennial border. The 
partner chosen In this case is the - 
Geranium — not the Pelargonium 
commonly called Geraiilum. hut the 
true CrgneshiU. Their flowering sea¬ 
son cornea along Just as the Ponies 


are pas.sing out of bloom and their 
loaf growth Is light enough to blend 
vi-ith the larger, heavier foliage of 
the Peony without undue oveicrowd* 
Ing. The true hardy Geraniums have 
a very long sea.son of bloom and are 
available in blue and pink varieties,

It is a fairly common garden trick 
to grow a Clematis up an old apple 
or laburnum tree, so It appears that 
the one tree blooms twice In y^e 
year. We tried this stunt with our 
Buddleias but, with the common 
annual Climbing Na.sturtlum. just 
pushing the seeds Into the ground 
under the bushes. The Buddleia is 
not a very, handsome bush when out 
of bloom, but you would never 
recognize it while wreathed with Nas¬ 
turtiums. 

One'more combination which has 
w’oTked oiif well In our garden is fhe 
fair .Michaelmas Daisy interpTahted 
with the Hawthorn-scented Mugwort, 
Aftemisia latiiflora. i)oth plants 
bloom at the same time and the 
feathery, creamy, sweetly scented 
plumes of the Mugwort are pleasant¬ 
ly cool among the rich colon of the 
modem Michaelmas Daisies.

West Germany’s Unemployment 
Insurance Commission is faced with 
an enviable embarrassment; what to 
do with rapidly' accumulating funds 
contributed by employers and em¬ 
ployees which cannot be paid out ^be¬ 
cause there are hardly any unem¬ 
ployed. 

Reserves have built up to almost 
$1,000,000,000 and the government is 
now considering a reduction of con¬ 
tributions or possibly even to stop 
collecting unerepioyment w^ n su i m nce 
contributions for a while. 

Weet German unemployment fi¬ 
gures wdre recently given at 119.000. 
with 524.000 vadant Jote waiting to be 
filled. However, closer'scrutiny of the 
unemployment figure disclosea that 
100.000 of those listed as unemployed 
were either persons In Ihe process of 
changing from one Job to another on 
the day the numbers were computed 
or persons classed as “conditionRlIy 
emfiloyahle*' because of age or state 
of health. 


Since the beginning of this year, 
60,000 Italians. Greeks and Sp ania r ds 
were brought to Germany no relieve 
the work shortage. Applications by 
employers for 29.000 additional for¬ 
eign workers are now being pro¬ 
cessed.

British Columhis had a 
freat day at tha Olympic 
Games yesterday. 

Frank Reid’s University of 
British Columbia eight-oared 
crow and Vancouver-sprinter 
Harry Jerome aren’t gold 
medal winners yet, but yester¬ 
day they turned in perfor¬ 


mances which showed just 
why they have been rated as 
the brightest hopes for Cana¬ 
dian victory at Rome. 

UBC’s oarsmen, only one of 
whom was in the crew which 
won a silver medal in the 
1956 Games at Melbourne, 
came up with the shocker of 
the day by outpuUing the 


favored O.S. Naval Academy 
eight by a length in a heat 
victory which put them Into 
the final. 

Getting the kind of weather 
they are used to—a stiff breeze 
made it choppy going- the 
British Columbians not only 
won the race but their time of 
6.03.18 was faster than the 


clocking of any Olympic win’> 
ner since 1928. 

By comparison, the German 
and Czechoslovidcian crews, 
who also won their heats to 
reach the final, were clocked 
in 6.03.34. 

Behind Canada and the U.S. 
In the heat were Russia. Italy, 
Denmark and Spain. Losers in 


__all three heats will get a sec¬ 
ond chance in the repechages, 
with three boats to Join the 
three heat-winners for the 
final. 

Jerome, co holder of the 
world lOO-metres record of 10 
/''seconds with Germany’s Armin 
Hary. won both his heats yes¬ 
terday to Qualify for the semi¬ 
finals. 


The slim but husky Cana¬ 
dian ace won his first heat 
handily in 10.5 second.s. hut it 
was tougher the second. time 
out. He leaned into the tape 
to get the judges’ decision in 
a blanket finish with Peter 
Radford of Ejigland, A. Seye 
of France and S. Antao of 
Kenya. Ail four ware timed in 



10.4 .seconds but Seye was 
placed fourth-^and eliminated. 

Victoria’s Lynn Eves was 
eliminated in his first heal, 
placing fourth when starry 
Dave Sime of the UJS. came up 
fast to barely qualify with a 
third-place finish. Eves was 
timed in.

Socialism Threat 

Wake Up-or Else 
Chant Warns B.C. 


LADYSMITH—Works Min¬ 
ister W. N. Chant said last 
night that the people of B.C. 
and the Western world had 
better wake up *or they will 
have to shut up. 

“Communism la nothing but 
Socialism rammed down your 
throat,** he told 20 persona at 
a meeting supporting Cow- 
khan-Newcaatle Socred candi¬ 
date Mrs. Haxel Fee. 

In an hour-long speech that 
he said was more like a private 
talk, Mr. Chant said an Eng¬ 
lish businessman told him 
several years ago that the 
Western world lacks a dynamit 
idea, and that he feared the 
advance of Socialism within 
the next few years. 

“Socialism-ls something that 
you can’t sThitewash. The road 
to hell is paved with good 
intentions. The time la rapidly 
coming to an end.** he said. 
**In the next 10 years, if the 
Western world doesn’t wake 
up, we wUl be forced to do 
business the way Russia wants 
us to.” 

Later he said. “Either we’re 


going to have to wake up or

This partial phase of the 
eclipse continues until there Is 
totality” at 9J8 pjn. 

The moon turns reddish 
during the period from 9.38 
p.m. to 13.06 a.m. when the 
earth, passing between It and 
the sun, completely blocks out 
the direct sunlight The cop¬ 
pery hue retults from the 
sun’s rays bent as they pas.s 
through the earth's stmo- 
sphere. ^

which ends at 1.06 a.m. Mon¬ 
day.
